Srw Rail read Use. 

One of the great trunk railroad lines 
betweeo tbs Atlantic and the Pacific 
oosst may yet pars directly through this 
town. The New Y>rh Sum of November 
19 pubdened a piece of railroad o*ws 
seeming to Indicate that such a thing U 
possible. The Sum said: 

"A new railroad line from Pitts¬ 
burg to Now Yotk la being surveyed. 
The route la near a bee lln • as possible, 
sod la seventy-tbree miles shorter than 
that of the Pennsylvania Railroad. The 
engineering curpe la poshing Its way 
through Armstrong, Indiana, Clearfield, 
Cambria, Blair and Centre counties. Il 
la Impossible to learn wbo la back of the 
projeot, but It Is known that representa¬ 
tives of tbs promoters drove over the 
proposed route twice last summer 
President Joseph Ramsey, Jr., denies 
that It la a Wabash project. 

* '‘The surveying oorps Is now at work 
In the southern part of Csotre eounty. 
In the vicinity of Ingleby and Coburn. 
Tue same corps of engineers was re¬ 
cently engaged In suiveylog tbe tine 
through the s o uther n part of Clearfield 
and Ibe northern part of Cambria county 
Tyrone will be one of the objective 
points east, whence the new line follows 
tbe route of tbe Lewtsburg and Tyrooe 
branch of tbs Pennsylvania, only bav.

It la lodesfi Dotewortby that (oar of 
tbs ablest lawyers lo tbs Slats, at that 
(lots members of the Legislature, voted 
agalcet the blit to exempt soldiers, fire¬ 
men, etc , from taxation wbsn It earns 
up for final passage, about aevaotssn 
years ago. William D. Edwards was 
tbs Democratic ben at or from Hudson 
C >nnty, and John W. Gilgga was tbe 
Republican Senator from Passaic County. 
They claimed lbs measure was unoon 
etltutional because It was olass legisla¬ 
tion. Tbs remaining nineteen Senators 
voted for tbs bill. 

Pwrbape it is equally noteworthy that 
so many years should have elapasd be¬ 
fore tbs law was lasted lo the courts. 
Tbs fact that tbs provisions of tbs set 
favored men wbo bad sacrificed so much 
for their country In war. and men wbo 
ara constantly endaogerlog their lives 
to save humanity and property from tbs 
■ met, doubtless prevented sny attempt 
to obtain a judicial construction of tbs 
measure.
